GE Oil & Gas Announces $11M Expansion in Scotland 

CHICAGO, III. - GE Oi! & Gas, in conjunction with Scotland's First Minister, Alex Salmdnd, has 
announced plans for an $11 million expansion project of its Scotland-based Center of Excellence 
that will create 40 new jobs by 2013.

Builders have moved onto site, with work taking place to prepare the ground before construction 
begins. The buildings - are expected to be completed early next year, allowing the installation of 
new machinery. 

Growing subsea activity and GE's increased market share have prompted the Investment, with 
the expansion set to double the site's current size to 4,200 square feet also improving its service 
capabilities, including product testing and assembly* 

Rod Christie, Vice President of Subsea Systems at GE Oi! & Gas, said, "This larger, more capable 
facility and the resultant extended service offering is a reflection of the company's long-term 
commitment to Scotland. It is also further indication of the sustained growth in business that we 
have seen globally over the last two years." 

The site expansion will ensure that new, much larger deepwater vertical xmas tree (DVXT) 
projects can be manufactured in-house, allowing the organization to meet increasing demand 
and accelerating the manufacture of subsea equipment for the organization. 

"Deepwater applications are a rapidly growing segment within the oil and gas industry, with the 
subsea market a key strategic area for us and many of our customers. Recognizing this, the 
company's significant investment in the Montrose facility shows a clear response to their needs 
and will allow us to continue delivering high quality, ultra-reliable subsea systems to projects 
worldwide," said Christie. 

Included in the investment is a new state-of-the-art assembly and test line for the construction 
and testing of sub-assemblies and master block valves (MBV). This will enable the site to 
produce all key components, from raw material through to a fully-built, flat pack subsea tree. An 
additional fleet of machinery, including a horizontal lathe and borer> will increase the facility's 
current capabilities to accommodate the size and weight of trees required for ultra deepwater 
applications.

West Coast business meetings to secure investment for Scotland 

First Minister Alex Salmond is travelling to the US West Coast next month (June) to continue 
to build on economic links and encourage inward investment in Scotland. 

The First Minister will undertake a programme of engagements in Los Angeles, Sacramento 
and San Francisco which will focus on innovation, tourism and jobs.

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The Tasmanian devil is the world's largest surviving marsupial carnivore and is only found in the wild in Australia's unique island state 
of Tasmania. 

Tasmanian devils were regarded as common a little over a decade ago, when the species was numerous in population. But there is 
nothing common about this amazing animal. Despite ;its fearsome reputation, the devil is a timid creature that poses no danger to 
humans. People whp.work with devils invariably grow to love their personality - they're feisty, raucous and bursting with curiosity. 

The species has suffered a major decline overthe.last 10 years and is now listed as endangered, due to an infectious cancer known as 
the Devil Facial Tumour Disease (DFTO). The first signs of DfFD were recorded in 1996. It is a new and fatal condition that'is only recorded 
in devils and is characterised by. cancers around !he:moutfr and head. 

The Save the Tasmanian Devil Program (SFD) was established in 2003 as the official response to.the terrible threat posed by DFTO; The 
Australian and Tasmanian Governments and the University of Tasmania have established a partnership to protect this keystone species, 
if the devil is lost in the wild at least 77 other species could be put at risk. The STTD is working with wildlife and disease .experts and 
institutions from Tasmania. Australia, and overseas in: ah epic Conservation effort. The goal is to ensure the survival of an ecologically 
functioning population of wild devils and to preserve ttefragile balance of Tasmania's exceptional ecosystems. 
The STTD is working on three key strategies-, the establishment of an insurance population of healthy devils, laboratory and field 
based investigations of the disease, and the development of disease suppression and management programs in the wild. 



The .STTD has populated a number of zoos and wildiifeiparks throughout Australia with healthy devils as part of a long ternr strategic 
- it u insurance against extinction. These animals will form the basis of a breeding program "that witl need to be maintained.for 39-50 
/tais if tn" irsurance population is to provide a viable foundation for the reintroduction of the species into the natural environment 
-houid the disease wipe out devils in the wild. The insurance population is being managed to maintain genetic diversity and wild 
oenaviours. 

Trapping has confirmed the ; disease at 64 different Tocatiohs across 60 per cent of Tasmania. Ttieoverali wild population is';estimated to 
have declined byapproxirhately 80 percent since the .emergence of the disease. 
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I he definition, transnrssicn, and possible causes of the disease are being investigated. Research indicates that the cancer is directly . ; 
transmitted between devils. Work exploring the genetic makeup otthe-lmmune system continues.: Nine strains of the disease have no*, 
been identified and researchers ate looking info how these different strains behave. Research into the origin of the cancer cells hints at a 
genetic cause of the disease. • - ■ ■ 



A major trial is underway in one part of Tasmania to look at isolating a population and removing diseased animals to see if the DFTD can- 
be suppressed. The SITO is also look.ng into the feasibility of fencing off healthy populations in parts of Tasmania in an attempt to latt 
fhespreao of tne disease. : : 

This is a complex problem. There are no easy solutions, but we do have a window of opportunity to prevent this iconic species frortv 
becoming extinct. . . ... . - 

The fight to save the Tasmanian devil is underpinned by government funding, but the support of the world community is vital to 
the success of our conservation effort. We need to be able to finance:ongoing research and to implement management of captive 
populations fot as long as it takes, which could be up to 50 years. With yoursupport we can wfn this battte.

Tasmania is the last home of several species that once roamed the Australian continent. Itis the only place to see a Tasmanian devil, 
eastern quoll and spotted-tailed quo!! in the wild. The Striped Tasmanian tiger, or thylacine. was 'Australia's largest carnivorous marsupial 
and is a modern-day mystery. The last documented tiger died in captivity in 1936 and though the animal is considered extinct, t'fiere have 
been many unsubstantiated sightings since then. 



Aoongmal people have lived in Tasmania for about.go.odp years, well before the last fee Age. They were separated from the Australian; 
mainland about 12,000 years ago when the seas rose.to form- Bass Strait and Flooded the landbridge. 

Tasmania was originally named Van Diemen's Land by the Dutch explorer Abel Tasman in 1642. The island was settled by the British as a 
penal colony in 1803 and the name was changed to Tasmania when convict transportation stopped (01853. 

Tasmania has preserved a rich legacy of heritage, inciuding'AustraMa's oldest continuously operating theatre, the Theatre Royal in Hobart: 
the country's first Jewish Synagogue, still in use in Hobart; and its oldest golf course, in theiftjsToriaown of Bothweii. The nation's oldest 
bridge and church are at .Richmond, and on the corner of Murray and Macquarie streets in: Hobart, the only remaining Georgian intersection 
in the country.

As a result, Coles Bay was 
awarded the'Environmentat Excellence Award by the Tasmanian Government. Sen Kearney also won a national Local Hero Award and an 
Australia Day award, and in 2005 was named Tasmanian of the Year for his efforts.

The estates, 
which were owned by the Archer brothers, operated as targe farming properties with convict labour from 
the early 1820s until the 1850s. ' - • • ■ ■ 



Darlington Probation Station, located within the Maria Island National Park off Tasmania's east coast, 
initially functioned as a convict station and later as a probation station for male convicts. The convict 
station operated at Darlington between 1825 and 1832 and was set up to relieve pressures on other 
penal settlements due to the increasing number of convicts. Following the closure of tne earlier station, 
a probation station reoccupied the site from 1842. She location of Maria Island was ideal fora probation 
station, as it was located away from free settlements and was a difficult place from which to escape. 




The Cascades Female Factory was built in a cold valley at the base of Mount Wellington in Hooart. It was ' 
separated and hidden from the main colony, yet played a pivotal' tole in the penal transportation system. 
Approximately 25,000 female convicts were transported to Australia, comprising only 15 to 17 per cent of 
the convict population. However, convict women made an important contribution to tne development of the 
colonies through the! t labour and thetrvital role in family formation, ultimately leading to greater social cohesion

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The Port Arthur Historic Site, located on the 1'asman Peninsula, began as a timber-getting 
station in 1830.

The.Coal Mines played an important rote in the development 
of. the colony of Van Diemen's Land. At its peak the Coal Mines Held up to 500 convicts 
plus another 100 people'- mclu$rj&S%ers, guards and. their families, in 1840, when 
the assignment system was abandoned, if was reorganised as; one of several probation 
stations established on the Tasnian Peninsula.

Tasmania's predominantly Englisn colonists CTasmania was once an English penal colony) wrongly considered the devils marauders of 
sheep and chickens. The nocturnal devilsare for the mostpart scavengers and dine out on-carrion. The discordant snarls, screeches and 
growls they make are believed to have contributed to the christening of the devil and are often heard whilst fighting over food and during 
mating. However, contrary to popula- belief they areshy.They are not to be confused with Taz, the whirring dervish created by Warner Bros 
and inspired, very loosely on the Tasttanian devil. - - . 

Real devils can however completely devourtheir prey -? bones, fur and all. A concerted multi-million dollar fight is being waged to save Tasmanian 
devils from a fatal cancer that is decimating wild populations (www.tasSiedevil.com.au). 



The wombat is the largest burrowing mammal in Australia. Jhere are three sub-species of the common wombat and two of them are found 
in Tasmania.- One (Vomb-atusrursinus tasmaniensis) is found in mainland Tasmania and the other (Vombatus ursinus ursinus) is endemic to 
Flinders Island. - ' >..>' •; : 

The wombat is common in Tasmania, particularly in the north-east of the state. They are mostly nocturnal but some colonies of wombats, 
like those on Maria Island for example (which includes populations Of Flinders island wombats re-located to Maria), are readity : seen during 
the day.

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" TheTasmanian tiger, or thylacine, is an enduring symbol of Tasmania and one testament to the destruction humans can wreck on 
matures ; 

As big as a medium-sized dog, thylactnes had sandy brown fur, with 12-15 centimetre dark brown stripes across their back and rump. 
They were Australia's largest surviving carnivorous marsupials. The last known Tasmanian tiger died in Beaumsris Zoo, I lobart, in 1936.. 
The animal is offioaf.y classified as extinct. Technically, this means that it has not been officially sighted in the wild or captivity for 50 
years. However, there re still unsubstantiated sightings, 

There have been many reported sightings since 1936 and some people still believe that the tiger survives in Tasmania. Scientists, 
however, say that the gene pool would be too small today to maintain a viable population,

There was a time when Hobart residents (nineteenth century) complained of being kept awake by the sounds of whales in the River 
Derwent. loday, the mere report of a sighting sends a thrill of excitement through the city. 

During thenineteerith century the whaling industry was big business in the developing colony of Van Diemen's Land. At the peak of the 
boom, in the 1830s, there were enough whales in Tasmanian waters to support 32 shore-based whaling stations, from Recherche Bay in , 
the south, to Bicheno on the east coast. , 

There' were nine whaling stations in Hobart. So great were the numbers of southern right whales in the Derwent that it was considered 
dangerous to cross the estuary in small boats. Today, the southern right whale is among the rarest of whales. But since the end of • 
commercial whaling its numbers have begun to increase and whale sightings in Tasmanian waters are on the rise. 
Humpbacks migrate northward past Tasmania to parts of mainland Australia between May and July. They return southward along the Tasmanian 
coast eiroute to their sub-Antarctic feeding grounds between September and November. Southern right whales migrate north along the 
Tasmanian coast from June to September and return southward between September and late October. A proportion of the population gives
